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President's Bianhei Code Is 


Given; Local 


Elba merchants had not come 
any agreement of opening and clos- 
ing hours for their places of busi 
ness up to noon Wednesday, al- 
though an effort was being made 
to ndjust business hours under the 
President's blanket code, A few 
employers had signed the code 
which was handed to them several 
days ago and have adjusted their 
operations in accordance with the 
terms of the code, 

It is said that there a few busi- 
ness men in the town who do not 
feel that they will come under the 
regulations of the code, because 
their establishments do not have 
‘any employees but are being op- 
erated by the owners themselves. 
Still others are of the opinion that 
the code would not apply gener- 
ally to the town of Elba on ac- 
count of the population, which ac- 
cording to the last census was just 
a few over the 2,500 mark, 

Members of the committee who 
are endeavoring to have uniform 
hours established take the view 
that if all cooperate and get be- 
hind the movement that none 
would be hurt and that it would 
be a splendid patriotic venture, and 
would show President Roosevelt 
ond the National administrators 
that the town in falling in line to 
aid the great recovery measures 
now being advocated, 

As stated above a number of 
concerns here have signed the 
code, and are operating their busi- 
ness in accordance with the terms 
outlined therein. Some cannot em- 
ploy extra help, but will give their 
present employes the benefit of the 
other regulations of the code. It 
is to be hoped that a uniform plan 
of operation can be worked out 
by the business houses of the town, 
as the movement is nation-wide 
and already many towns in this 
section of the State are organized 
for the benefit of all. Below we 
are publishing the President’s 
Code: 


PRESIDENT’S RE-EMPLOY- 
MENT AGREEMENT 


(Authorized by Section Va, Na- 
tional Industry Recovery Act.) 

During the period of the presi- 
dent’s emergency re-employment 
drive, that is to say, from August 
1 to December 31, 1938, or to any 
earlier date of approval of a code 
of fair competition to which he is 
subject, the undersigned hereby 
ugrees with the president as fol- 
lows: 

(1) After August 31, 1933, not 
to employ any person under 16 
years of age, except that persons 
between 14 and 16 may be em- 
ployed (but not in manufacturing 
or mechanical industries) for not 
to exceed three hours per day, and 
those hours between 7 a.m, and 7 
p.m,, in such work as will not inter- 
fere with hours of day school. 

(2) Not to work any account- 
ing, clerical, banking, office, ser- 
vice or sales employes (except out- 
side salesmen) in any store, office, 
department, establishment or pub- 
lic utility, or on any automotive or 
horse-drawn passenger, express, 
delivery or freight service, or in 
any other place or manner, for 
more than 40 hours in any one 
week and not to reduce the hours 


‘of any store or service operation 


to below 52 hours in any one week, 
unless such hours were less than 
‘52 hours per weék before July 1, 
1988, and in the latter case not to 
reduce such hours at all. 

(8) Not to employ any factory 
or mechanical worker or artisan 
more than a maximum week of 35 
hours until December 81, 1933, but 
with the right to work a maximum 
week of 40 hours for any six weeks 
within this period and not to em- 
ploy any worker more than eight 
hours in any one day. 

(4) The maximum hours fixed 
in the foregoing paragraphs (2) 
and (8) shall not apply to em- 
ployes in establishments employing 
not more than two persons in towns 
of less than 2,500 population which 
towns are not part of a larger 
trade area; nor other professional 
persons employed in their profes- 
sion; nor to employes in a mana- 
gerial or executive capacity, who

now reecive more than $85 per 
week; nor to employes on emer- 
|weney maintenance and repair 
work; nor to very special cases 
where restrictions of hours ot 
highly skilled workers on continu 
ous processes would unavoidably 
reduce production, but, in any such 
special case, at least time and one- 
third shall be paid for hours work- 
ed in excess of the maximum, Pop- 
ulation for the purpose of this 
agreement shall be determined by 
reference to the 1980 federal cen- 
sus. 

(5) Not to pay any of the class- 
es of employes mentioned in para- 
graph (2) less than $15 per week 
in any city of over 500,000 popu- 
lation or in the immediate trade 
area of such city, nor less than 
$14.50 per week in any city of 
between 250,000 and 500,000 pop- 
ulation, or in the immediate trade 
area of such city; nor less tlian 
$14 per week in any city of be- 
tween 2,500 and 250,000 popula- 
tion or in the immediate trade area 
of such city; and in towns of less 
than 2,500 population to increase 
all wages by not less than 20 per 
cent, provided that this shall not 
require Wages in excess of $12 per 
week, 

(6) Not to pay any employe of 
the classes mentioned in paragraph 
(3) less than 40 cents per hour 
unless the hourly rate for the same 
class of work on July 15, 1929, was 
less than 40 cents per hour, in 
which latter case not to pay less 
than the hourly rate on July 15, 
1929, and in no event less than 80 
cents per hour, It is agreed that 
this paragraph establishes a guar- 
anteed minimum rate of pay re- 
gardless of whether the employe 
is compensated on the basis of a 
time rate or on a piece-work per- 
formance, 

(7) No to reduce the compen- 
sation for employment now in ex- 
cess of the minimum wages hereby 
agreed to (notwithstanding that 
the hours worked in such employ- 
ment may be hereby reduced) and 
to increase the pay, for such em- 
ployment by an equitable readjust- 
ment of all pay schedules, 

(8) Not to use any subterfuge 
to frustrate the spirit and intent 
of this agreement, which is, among 
other things, to increase employ~ 
ment by a universal covenant, to 
remove obstructions to commerce, 
and to shorten hours and to raise 
wages for the shorter week to a 
living: basis. 

(9) Not to increase the prices 
of any merchandise sold after the 
date hereof over the price on July 
1, 1933, by more than is made nec- 
essary by actual increase in pro- 
duction, replacement, or invoice 
costs resulting from action taken 
pursuant to the agricultural ad- 
justment act, and, in setting such 
price increases, to give full weight 
to probable increases in sales vol- 
ume and to refrain from taking 
profiteering advantage of the con- 
suming public. 

(10) To support and patronize 
establishments which also have 
signed this agreement and are list- 
ed as members of the N, R. A. 
(National Recovery Administra- 
tion). 

(11) To co-operate to the full- 
est extent in having a code of fair 
competition submitted by his in- 
dustry at the earliest possible date 
and in any event before Septem- 
ber 1, 1933, 

(12) Where, before June 16, 
1938, the undersigned had con- 
tracted to purchase goods at a fix- 
ed price for delivery during the 
period of this agreement, the un- 
dersigned will make an appropri- 
ate adjustment of said fixed price 
to meet any jncrease in cost caused 
by> the seller having signed this 
president’s re-employment agree- 
ment or having become bound by 
‘any code of fair competition ap- 
proved by the president. 

(18) This agreement shall cease 
upon approval by the president of 
a code to which the undersigned is 
subject; or, if the N. R. A. so 
elects, upon submission of a code 
to which the undersigned is sub- 
ject and substitution of any of its 
provisions for any of the terms of

(14) It is agreed that any per- 
son who wishes to do his part in 
the president's re-employment 
drive by signing this agreement 
but who asserts that some particu- 
lar provision hereof, because of pe- 
culiay circumstances, will create 
great and unavoidable hardship, 
may obtain the benefits hereof by 
signing this agreement and putting 
it into effect and then, in a peti- 
tion approved by a representative 
trade association of his industry, 
or other representative organiza- 
tion designated by N. R. A., may 
apply for a stay of such provision 
pending a summary investigation 
by N, R. A., if he agrees in such 
application to abide by the decision 
of such investigation. This agree- 
ment is entered into pursuant to 
Section 4 (a) of the national jn- 
dustrial recovery act and subject 
to all the terms and conditions re- 
quired by sections 7 (a) and 10 
(b) of that act.

Able Committeemen 
Did Splendid Work 


AUBURN, Ala.—Able and con- 
scientious serving was performed 
by the loca] committeemen intrust- 
ed with the signing of contracts in 
the cotton reduction campaign, ac- 
cording to Dr. L. N. Duncan, di- 
rector of the Wxtension Service of 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute. 

“Some of these men worked 
from 16 to 18 hours a day after 
all preliminary questions had been 
cleared,” Dr, Duncan said. “The 
reports show further that the com- 
mitteemen carefully inspected the 
fields offered and tried to assure 
the government representatives of 
securing a fair and average pro- 
portion of the cotton being grown. 
They did not hesitate to reject 
fields on which the cotton was be- 
low the average or would produce 
less than 100 pounds to the acre. 
It is evident that the county 
agents selected a group of high 
class citizens to work in the cam- 
paign.”” 

Dr. Dunean said some errors 
were made in the preparation of 
contracts and in estimating the 
yield of cotton, but this was ex- 
pected in a campaign of such mag- 
nitude and intensity. However, 
with only a few exceptions, the lo- 
cal committees did an excellent job. 

Towards the close of the cam- 
paign the governmental effort to 
reduce the cotton surplus grew rap- 
idly in popularity, and those who 
refused to cooperate began to feel 
the weight of popular opinion. Had 
it been possible to continue the 
work longer, an even larger num- 
ber of planters would have pledged 
part of their acreage for reduction 
purposes. This in itself, said Dr. 
Dunean, testified to the excellent 
manner in which the committeemen 
had attended to their job, 

“Tt is my opinion that these lo- 
cal committeemen will continue 
their good efforts until all the cot- 
ton pledged is removed from pro- 
duction and the campaign is final- 
ly closed,” he concluded.

We are publishing below instrue- 
tions ubout destroying cotton, 
Which are being sent out by Coun- 
ty Agent Lyle Brown with every 
permit. Every grower should fol- 
low these instructions in order to 
avoid any trouble about certificates 
of destruction, Mr. Brown has is- 
sued the following statement in 
regard to the issuance of per- 
mits, ete.: 


Realizing that an acute situation

authority permits were issued Mon- 
day by the County Agent to 1,886 
such growers. They were instructed 
to proceed at once to destroy the 
offered acreage, Realizing that 
some errors exist in the contracts 
even after most careful checking in 
the County Agent’s office, the Sec- 
retary reserves the right to make 
such corrections as will complete 
the contracts without having to re- 
turn them to Coffee County, but 
gave the County Agent and Coun- 
ty Committee final authority to 
pass on the per acre yields, 

Those contracts which have not 
been completed because of late ap- 
praisals, missing signatures, ete,, 
are being completed as rapidly as 
received and as they are sent to 
Washington, permits will be sent 
to the growers to destroy the 
cotton. 

As the contracts reach Washing- 
ton they will be reviewed there for 
errors and the regular notices of 
acceptance will be sent out to the 
growers. Not until these regular 
notices are received can the final 
inspections be made and certifi- 
cates of performance signed by 
the local and County Committee- 
men and County Agent so they can 
be sent to Washington for issu- 
ance of checks. Growers should 
measure carefully the acreage of- 
fered and be sure it is completely 
destroyed to prevent delay in get- 
ting the final certification execut- 
ed, The County average shows a 
liberal appraisal and care will be 
exercised by inspectors to see that 
the full acreage offered is destroy- 
ed. Cooperation of growers will

Dr, Cary says: “The best thing to 
do is to cut down the stalks and 
all with a stalk cutter and plow it 
under, It will put vegetable mat 
ter and plant food in the soil and 
destroy the boll weevils.” 

Big’ steel beams with extra wings 
will be required to handle big cot- 
ton, If growers do not have guit- 
able large plows they should see if 
their neighbors who have them will 
let them use theirs, 

The cotton MUST BE COM- 
PLETELY DESTROYED before 
local committeemen can certify to 
its destruction and their recommen- 
dation sent to Washington for pay-

WATERMELON RIND 
PRESERVES 


Through the courtesy of Mr. Al- 
mon Strain we are reproducing be- 
low a recipe for making waterme!l- 
on rind preserves. Mr. Strain states 
that he has had many requests for 
this recipe, and by publishing it 
we feel that many people may take 
advantage of its use, 

Material needed: 


2 pounds prepared watermelon 
rind : 
2 quarts water 
1 tablespoen lime 
2 pounds sugar 
4 quarts water 
I lemon sliced thin and if taste 
dictates, spices and ginger 
root, 
How to proceed: 
Cut the red portion of the wa- 
termelon from the rind. Remove 
the green outer skin and cut the 


white part into inch pieces. Soak 
the watermelon in lime water made 
by mixing the lime and two quarts 
of water and let it stand for three 
and one-half hours. Then remove 
and place rind in fresh watey and 
let it stand one hour. Drain and 
boil in fresh water one and one- 
half hours or until tender, Drain. 
Make a syrup of the sugar and 
four quarts of water and drop rind 
into it after it has reached the 


boiling point, Add the lemon and 
spices, Cook until syrup is thick. 
If you have cooking thermometer, 
the temperature will be 222 de- 
grees F, when done, When cook- 
ed place in sterilized jars, cover 
with syrup and seal.

County Agent Tells How To 
Destroy Cotton 


County Agent Lyle Brown has 
issued the following instructions to 
all growers for destruction of 
cotton: 

The government has ordered 
that the cotton covered by the con- 
tracts with growers be COM- 
PLETELY DESTROYED. That is 
the only way to be sure that it is 
entirely out of production and the 
contract successfully completed. 
Coffee County farmers coming in- 
to the County Agent’s office ex- 
press the desire to carry out the 
plan according to the letter of the 
law as well as in the spirit which 
moved President Roosevelt to of- 
fer them this help. 

The surest way to COMPLETE- 
LY DESTROY the cotton offered 
is to TURN IT UNDER as any 
other cover crop. This will also 
be of greatest benefit to the land. 
It will allow the plant material to 
decay and be returned to the land. 

The method recommended 

by the County Agent is to cut 

the cotton down with a stalk 
cutter and turn it under either 
with a turning plow by listing 
on the bed from both sides, or

THE ANGLER'S SAINT

principally upon a notable treatise 
on fishing, called “The Compleat 
Angler,” published 280 years ago. 
It has been written of him that 
“there is hardly a name in our lit- 
erature, even of the first rank, 
whose immortality is more secure, 
or whose personality is the subject 
of a more devoted cult.” 

This year is @ sort of triple an- 
niversary of Walton, as he was 
born in 1598, 840 years ago; pub- 
lished his most famous book in
